There are many such that will appeal 
to the admiration of every visitor, but, 
above them all, towering seventy-five 
feet toward the ‘‘ethereal blue, is the 
Great Exchange Block. 

The immense building stands on Ool- 
orado street, only a few steps from the 
Pasadena depot of the L. A. & 8. G. 
V. R. R., and faces directly to the 
south with a frontage of 118 feet. It is 
three stories high, constructed of the 
best quality of pressed brick. The 
first floor ceiling has the unusual height 


of 1514 feet, while the upper stories are 
12 feet each, with an observatory and 
tower of 30 feet above the roof. The 
whole cnostitutes a magnificentjstructure 
than which few buildings in Southern 
California are more elegant and impos - 
ing. 

A brief recital of the manner in 
which this block came into existence 
will not, we trust, be out of place. The 
gentleman who first conceived the plan 
tor so noble a building, and to whose 
untiring energy and indomitable pluck 
Pasadena is Indebted for many of her 
improvements and much of her pros- 
perity, is Mr. E. C. Webster, who, for a

purposes. e idea was 
then first broached of making the whole 
structure, except the three business 
rooms before-mentioned, into a great 
botel—one that would be the pride of 
Pasadena ard a comfort to every vis 
itor. This plan is being rapidly carried 
out, and it ia undoubtedly a sagacious 
one, for Pasadeda is thus assured of a 
hotel, in almost the exact center of the 
city, that cannot be excelled in point of. 
architectural beauty and convenient ar. 
rangement by any hosteiry in the State. 
The whole interior is admirably planned 
forthe comfort and safety of guests. 
Of this interior we can give byt a very 
inadequate description. 

As before stated, the ground floor at 
the soatheast corner will constitute the 
hotel office, which will be finished in 
the finest style, and from which pro- 
ceeds the wain stairway (6 feet wide) 
apd the passenger elevator. This stair- 
way communicates directly with the 
large hall above, which passes entirely 
through the block from east to west, 
being 118 feet long and 12 feet wide. 
Going westward, the rooms on the left 
have windows looking toward the 
south, and those on the right face 
toward the Sierra Madres, at the 
northern boundary of the valley. These 
rooms, twenty-cix in number, are all 
en suite, and are very capacious and 
elegant. They are provided with hot 
and cold water, stationary marble wash- 
basins, private bath-rooms, open grates, 
and a double system of electric bells 
communicating with the office. Each 
suite on the south side has an artistic 
bay window, from which a grand 
view can be had in three di- 
rections. These rooms are pro- 
vided also with the celebrated War- 
ner sliding doors, and are tobe su- 
perbly furnished throughout. Thus 
supplied, they will be models of neat- 
ness and comfort, and, taking into 
consideration the beautiful scenery 
visible on every hand, will be the most 
delightful and luxurious apartments 
to be found in the United States.

The starting point to what, by the 
subsequent addition of building after 
building, now constitutes this great 
block, was a two; story brick structure, 
25x75 feet, which was to be used as a 
store by the dry goods firm of A. 
Cruickshank & Co. Before the ground 
was broken for this, it occurred to Mr. 
Webster to form a syndicate, purchase 
Dr. Radebaugh's lots (adjoining 
the site of the Cruickshank building), 
and put upablock adequate to the 
demands of a young and grow- 
ing place like Pasadena. Mr. 
Webster, in his usual quiet way, kept 
his plans to himself until he had se- 
cured an option on these lets. He then 
made known his plan to the gentlemen 
who subsequently became his partners. 
The Radebaugh lots were purchased at 
what was then regarded as a ruinous 
figure by many conservative citizens. 
The deeds to these lots were made to 
four persons, viz.: G. A. Swartwout, 
Gen. Edwin Ward, A. Cruickshank and 
E. O. Webster, each in his own right 
and title owning a fourth interest in the 
entire purchase. This was in Decem- 
ber, 1885. At a meeting of share- 
holders to consider plans for the pro- 
posed building, it was agreed to erect 
a brick block two stories high, with a 
frontage of 90 feet anda depth of 75 
feet. The next step was to select an 
architect to draw the plans, and, as the 
superior ability of H. Ridgway was 


selected for the work, and instructed to 
prepare the plans at once. These were 
soon completed, and the work was be- 
gun immediately, under the superin- 
tendence of Mr. Webster, the brick con- 
tractor being Mr. Ed. Simons, of the 
firm of Simons & Hubbard. The foun- 
dation was the first consideration, and 
Mr. Webster, having had large exper- 
ience in similar work, urged 
upon the syndicate the im 
portancs of a superior basement 
structure. The recommendation was 
readily ussented to, and he was author- 
ized to use his own judgment in secur- 
ing the end desired. This he did, and 
with the most gratifying results, seeur- 
ing one of the best foundations to be 
found in Southern California. After 
the: brickwork had been begun, Mr. 
Webster, seeing the great importance 
of another story, advised three stories

After further reflections, however, they 
too finally agreed that the suggestion 
was a good one, when all uaited in the 
plan for a three-story block. The 
building was to contain four handsome 
stare rooms on the ground floor, front- 
ing on Oolorado street, and the work 
was considerably advanced on this 
basis when it was suggested to the 
Harper & Reynolds Hardware Company 
that they join the syndicate and put in 
their lot with a frontage of 26 feet. 
This was agreed to, and thus another 
building was added to the original de-

Every window in the 
building is provided with screens and 
the new patent blinds, with iron shut- 
ters on the outside. | 
Besides the electric annunciators and 
fire alarm signals, speaking tubes ex-
